Sermon of the Week 


In our letters-to-the-editor column this 
week is one from Harry Sheer, publicity 
chief for Arlington-Washington-Balmoral. 
who quite properly points out an error in 
a story published in the issue of February 
7. page 307. Our correspondent. Joe Agrel- 
la, in reviewing Chicago's stakes program. 
had erred writing that the Warren 
Wright Memorial Handicap had been cut 
from $50.000 to $25.000. 

In his zeal. however. Mr. Sheer ques- 
tioned the writer's objectivity and good 
faith. This wasn’t the first time Agrella 
had “blatantly” deprecated racing in Chi- 
cago. he said. without giving examples. 

Now. there is a piece in this week's 
issue by Harry Beaudouin. who occasion- 
ally contributes an article from Maryland. 
and the management of Bowie prob- 
ably will be at least as unhappy. with 
this story as Sheer was with the Chicago 
story. Perhaps even more unhappy. since 
this isnt the first time that Beaudouin 
has fussed about Bowie in the winter. 

Which brings us to our sermon of the 
week: The views of our writers are their 
own, and we no more expect to agree with 
them at all times than we expect them to 
agree with us. Any reader of course is free 
to disagree, but until such time as there 


escapes our pencil a violation of good 


sense and geod taste. we hope that the 
viewpoints found here are accepted in the 
spirit in which they are intended, that is, 
as good fun or well meant criticism. When 
either we or our writers are denied this 
privilege, one of the basic rewards of pub- 
lishing will have gone out the window.

Several mem- 
bers of the TRA have expressed dissatis- 
faction lately with the organization’s pub- 
lic relations. They felt that horse racing 
is not showing enough gain in the face 
of rising costs and that probably an over- 
seer or ‘ezar’ of racing might prove bene- 
ficial to the sport.” Committeemen are 
John B. Kelly (chairman), Ben Lind- 
heimer. John C. Clark. Robert Strub, John 
Cella. and TRA secretary Spencer Dray-

Los ANGELES. Good fortune. which has 
been in Hillsdale’s corner all winter. still 
figured to be on his side for the 21st 
running of the San Antonio Handicap at 
Santa Anita Park. 

Although he had won 4. consecutive 
stakes. Hillsdale was in with only a 120- 
pound impost for the mile and a furlong 
test. The reason for this was that Round 
Table had been nominated for the San 
Antonio, but after being assigned 135 
pounds was declared by Travis M. Kerr. 

That left Hillsdale as the topweight 
for the San Antonio. but with a lighter 
load than he had carried in 3 of his pre- 
victories. Had Round Table not 
been weighted for the race. Hillsdale 
probably would have been given 128. 

To help Hillsdale’s cause even more. 
the weatherman, who had predicted 
showers. changed his mind. The track 
was fast. and the son of Take Away likes 
it that way. 

A crowd of 49.342. confident that Hills- 
dale would register his fifth consecutive 
stakes victory at Santa Anita. sent him to 
the post an 11-10 favorite. For their money 
they got a great stretch duel. one that 
will be remembered for a long time. and 
they left cheering C. V. Whitney’s great 
filly Bug Brush. which vanquished Hills- 
dale by 3 parts of a length in new world- 
record time of 1:462s. 

The old record of 1:4645 had been 
shared by Round Table. Swaps. *Noor. 
Gen. Duke, and Alidon. The track was 
unusually fast when Bug Brush ran her 
record-breaking race. but it should not 
he overlooked that Hollywood Park was 
abnormally fast for Swaps. Golden Gate 
for *Noor. and Gulfstream Park for Gen. 
Duke. 

Before the San Antonio. Bug Brush had 
been almost as successful at Santa Anita 
as Hillsdale. She had won the Las Flores 
and Santa Monica Handicaps without 
taking a deep breath and had carried 
126 pounds to an easy conquest in the 
Santa) Margarita. She was in the San 
Antonio with 113. shedding 13° pounds.

Filly Determined 


Fleet Nasrullah hustled into the lead 
at the start. with Bug Brush at his heels. 
\s they turned into the backstretch. Hills- 
dale found an opening along the rail. and 
it seemed he would follow the same _pat- 
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tern that had led to his victory in’ the 
Maturity. 

But it was not so easy for Hillsdale 
this time. In the Maturity. he had only 
an ailing Jewel’s Reward dogging him 
down the backstretch, but in the San 
Antonio he was pressed every foot of the 
way by Fleet Nasrullah, Bug Brush, and 
Terrang. They raced in that order. from 
the rail out. and heads apart. down the 
backstretch. 

Going into the turn. Hillsdale began 
shaking off his) rivals—all except Bug 
Brush. Responding to Tommy Barrow’s 
plea for more speed. Hillsdale pulled 
away slightly. But Bug Brush had some- 
thing left. too. and she came on to get 
her head in front again. 

Hilisdale. pouring on more pressure. 
fought his way back into the lead. but 
he no sooner had shoved his head to the 


front than Bug Brush. answering the 
challenge, came on once more. She 


matched him stride for stride. and as they 
turned into the homestretch. it) was her 
head that showed in front. 

The next furlong was a long and bitter 
one. Neither could gain an inch. Hills- 
dale. under the whip. was fighting to 
stay in the race. In mid-streteh. having 
given everything he had. Hillsdale began 
weakening. Jockey Angel Valenzuela. 
who had used his whip sparingly, tapped 
Bue Brush twice. and the filly. still game 
and full of run, drew away. It was only 
in the last 40 yards that Hillsdale crack- 
ed, and from then on Bug Brush gained 
with each stride. Terrang was third. 5 
lengths behind Hillsdale. 


A “Jinx” Broken 
After such a tremendous race. Round 
Table’s owners must have heaved a sigh 
of relief that Bug Brush was not nomin- 
ated for the Santa Anita Handicap.

It's probably just as well for Round 
Table that he ducked the San Antonio, 
because, with an impost of 135, Bug 
Brush probably would have beaten him. 

What is next for Bug Brush is unde- 
cided. Owner Whitney and trainer R. L. 
(Bob) Wheeler had planned to give her 
a rest until Hollywood Park, but she is 
so good now that they may run her once 
more. against colts. before the Santa 
Anita season closes. 

“Until now. Santa Anita has always 
been a jinx track to me,” the owner said. 
“T sent Equipoise here the first year that 
Santa Anita opened, and he bowed a 
tendon and broke down. Then I sent 
Counterpoint to Santa Anita, when he was 
the Horse of the Year, and he broke 
a bone in a foot during the running of 
the Maturity.” 

Whitney added that Bug Brush is the 
best filly he ever owned, and he has had 
some great such as First Flight 
and Top. Flight. 

“Top Flight was a champion,” he said. 
“but she could never beat the colts. as 
Bug Brush has done. I ran First Flight 
against Citation and Coaltown once, when 
they were at their peaks, and she split 
them. But I think Bug Brush is my best 
ever.” 

Her odd name is derived from her dam, 
Bonnie Beryl. The beryl is a bush that 
grows in Scotland; bug brush is a_nick- 
name for the shrub. 

At the Belair Stud dispersal in 1956 
Whitney purchased Bug Brush, then a 
yearling. for $33.000 because he had no 
daughters of *Nasrullah in his broodmare 
band. 

As you may remember. she won the 
Kentucky Oaks last spring at Churchill 
Downs. then seemed to lose form. “In a 
race after that.” Whitney said, “she rear- 
ed in the gate, and struck her head. It 
affected her. and she became shy of the 
gate. and lost almost 75 pounds. When 
IT saw her after that at Keeneland, she 
was only a shadow of what she is today.” 

Wheeler, who has done such a wonder- 
ful job with Bug Brush and others in the 
Whitney stable. estimates that she now 
stands about 16 hands and weighs about 
1.050 pounds.

Horses Make Liars 


Miami. Veterinarian W. O. Reed 
walked up to Jim Hastie at Hialeah’s 
Barn L. shook hands, and said: 

“Well, Jim. it looks like you’ve got the 
boys over a barrel tomorrow.” 

Hastie grinned. “Could be. I hope so. 
They’ve got us to beat, anyway.” 

“Us” referred to veteran trainer Hastie, 
a small, sandy-haired Scotsman, and Brae 
Burn Farm’s General Arthur. The follow- 
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*Tudor Era led throughout in the 11!2-mile Hialeah Turf Cup, drawing off in the stretch to beat Ekaba by about 3 
lengths. “Mahan (hedge), coupled with Ekaba as the Hasty House Farms entry, was third, and General Arthur fourth. 


ing afternoon General Arthur was to share 
high weight of 123 pounds in the 114- 
mile Hialeah Turf Cup for $75,000 added. 


The 5-year-old brown gelding. by Count 


Fleet—Cigar Maid. by Pavot, figured 
third choice overnight, behind *Tudor 


Era and the Hasty House Farms entry of 
Ekaba and *Mahan. A month earlier it 
had been inconceivable that General Ar- 
thur would be even a remote factor in 
the Turf Cup. much less one of the 
favorites. 

After a good 3-year-old) campaign in 
which he finished in the money in 12 of 
13 consecutive races, General Arthur won 
only 1 of 13 starts in 1958. In virtually 
every start as a 4-year-old the gelding 
either was on the lead or right with the 
pace, only to falter through the stretch. 

Last fall James O. McCue, owner of 
Brae Burn Farm. purchased General Ar- 
thur from breeder J. W. Schiffer at the 
Belmont Park auctions for $20,000. Hastie 
took charge of the gelding in mid-Novem- 
ber, brought him to Florida, and did not 
start him until January 17 at Hialeah. 

“He needed a rest and some changing 
around,” Hastie said. “I had the idea 
he’d run a lot better if he was rated.” 


Pay-Off at 63 to 1 


Hastie also had the idea General Arthur 
might run better on grass. although the 
herse never had run on the turf in any of 
his 34 starts. 

“I don’t know why. really. I guess I’m 
just partial to grass. It’s easier to run on 
grass. I’ve found horses stand up better 
than on the dirt. And I find it’s easier 
to win on the erass. too. General Arthur 
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always moved up in the mud. I felt he 
might like grass.” 


Hastie’s decision bore generous fruit. 
In his first start of the winter, at 15/5 
miles on the turf. General Arthur was 


rated in third place to the stretch turn. 
then moved to a commanding lead and 
won by 3 lengths. He went off at 63-1. 

Two weeks later. in the Bougainvillea 
Handicap. General Arthur was down to 
12-]. In eigh*) place after a quarter of a 
mile. he moved to fifth on the backstretch. 
zoomed through on the hedge on the 
stretch turn, and again quickly opened 3 
lengths and won. 

General Arthur is stabled at Gulfstream 
Park. which. while it has a brand new 
turf course, does not yet permit horses to 
work over it. When he came out for 
his race January 17, it was his first time 
op a grass course. He did not get a grass 
work between that victory and_ his  tri- 
umph in the Bougainvillea or between the 
Bougainvillea and the Turf Cup. 

Hastie said the gelding was 
very nervous,” but being vanned 


“very. 
from 


Gulfstream to Hialeah failed to disturb 
him. 
“If he hadn't raced and won over 


here, I'd have to say vanning would bother 
him.” Hastie said. “But who's kidding 
who? He vans over and beats everything 
he runs against.” 


Weight Makes a Difference 


It was suggested that General Arthur 
liad been a bit lucky in the Bougainvillea. 
slipping through on the hedge on the 
stretch turn inside 4 horses. 


“That’s one part of it, sure,” Hastie 


said. “You have to be a little lucky to 
get through on the rail. But look at the 
patrol films and you'll see General Arthur 
almost fell over *Petare when that horse 
hit the hedge on the first turn. And 
you'll see that my horse had to steady on 
the far turn, too. 

“Off that race, | figure General Ar- 
thur'll manage that mile and a half. to- 
morrow. The Bougainvillea was equivalent 
tu 2 miles, the way it was run.” 

Paul Healy, Hastie’s assistant trainer 


and stable agent, said General Arthur 
had put on weight since arriving in 
Fiorida. 


“He’s not a very good-looking horse,” 
Healy said. “but he sure looks beautiful 
when he runs on the grass. He’s tall and 
lanky, not too much flesh on him. But 
he’s dead fit. you can take him anyplace. 

“He hasn't been extended in his 2 grass 
races here: what we find out tomorrow 
is how he carries weight.” 

General Arthur, who carried 112 in the 
Bougainvillea. picked up 11) pounds in 
the Turf Cup. run under allowance con- 
ditions, while *Tudor Era dropped 8. 
from 122 to 114. 

Healy picked up a_ picture. taken on 
the stretch turn the Bougainvillea. 
which showed General Arthur making his 
move. The gelding was almost obscured 
by the 4 horses outside him, except for 
his head. characteristically held so high 
as te be entirely visible. “I> wish we 
had another one like him.” said Hastie. 
Then he added. “Maybe we do. We've 
got this filly. Shirley Jones. Run 3 times 
and win 3 times. Beautiful. big bay 
filly, ‘-by Double Jay—L’Omelette. She 
won't run here. We're pointing for the 
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Ashland Stakes and Kentucky Oaks. I 


think she’s a real good one.” 
*Tudor Era’s Day 


As for the Turf Cup. Hastie said, 
“General Arthur’s better now than he was 
when he won the Bougainvillea.” He 
paused for a moment. then added: “But 
horses make liars out of people.” 

The morning of the Turf Cup, Hastie 
surprised practically everybody by an- 
nouncing Bill Hartack would replace 
Jack Leonard as General Arthur’s rider. 
He explained that he didn’t want his horse 
carrying too much dead weight. (Hartack 
rides at 114, Leonard at 107.) Leonard 
had ridden the gelding perfectly in_ his 
first Hialeah start. then put up a brilliant 
ride in the Bougainvillea. 

General Arthur carried his weight rea- 
sonably well, but this time he didn’t get 
through on the hedge. Hartack tried 3 
times, 3 times the opening failed to ma- 
terialize. Fifth most of the way around, 
General Arthur had no real run left for 
the final eighth, finishing fourth — beaten 
314 lengths. 

The Turf Cup proved a romp for *Tu- 
dor Era, which this time had everything 
his own way. He got the lead shortly after 
the break, and there was nothing to run 
with him. *Amerigo, which had ruined 
him in the Bougainvillea, was not among 
the 13 starters in the Turf Cup. 

*Tudor Era, given a fine ride by Pete 
Anderson, was rated perfectly. maintain- 
ing a length or more advantage into the 
stretch, then pulling out to win by 312 
lengths. As in the Bougainvillea. the 
Hasty House entry of Ekaba and *Mahan 
ren 2-3. Ekaba was second most of the 
way around while *Mahan broke slowly. 
moved into contention on the stretch turn 
and then went evenly to the wire, 1! 
lengths off Ekaba and a neck in front of 
General Arthur. 

It was a strong race by *Tudor Era. 
but the fact that he finished without com- 
petition may have been the result of Har- 
tack’s inability to join the issue at an 
earlier stage.

Wasnuincton, D. C. I am sure that you 
have heard the expression: “You can be 
replaced by a machine.” Well. if there is 
one human being on the face of the earth 
who could be replaced by a machine it is 
the “recall man” at the race track. | was 
reminded of this possibility by certain 
wild events at Bowie on Monday. Febru- 
ary 9, second day of the “spring” meet- 
ing there. 

It is the official function of the recall 
man to stand some distance from the 
starting gate, holding a red flag in one 
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hand and a klaxon horn in the other. 
Should a false start occur, his duty is 
obvious. He waves his flag and sounds his 
horn as a signal to oncoming jockeys. 

I sometimes wonder how management 
goes about screening applicants for this 
job. Whenever [ start mulling over pos- 
sible prerequisites. | get as far as a pair 
of eyes and 2 hands. and after that I’m 
through. suppose you could rule out 
basket cases. 

Until last week at Bowie. a_ recall 
from a starting gate had not occurred in 
Maryland for 15 years. But Bowie has a 
way of having things happen to it. 

Lest year. for example. when Bowie 
defied all) metecrological indications by 
opening its mecting on Febru- 
arby 7 (earliest opening date in’ Mary- 
land history), we were slugged with the 
worst blizzard in 16 years. several 
theusand mareoned patrons had to spend 
the night in the club house. T mean it was 
Togethernessville. man.

Anyway. as mentioned, it had not been 
necessary for a recall man to wave his 
flag or push his button since a_ horse 
broke through the gate at old Havre de 
Grace 15 years ago. 

The recall man at Bowie is a_ large. 
round individual named Andy Fitehett. 
Well. sir. before the sixth race on Febru- 
ary 9, Andy dutifully marched out onto 
the chilled Bowie strip and assumed his 
battle stance. right arm aloft. left hand 
poised on his klaxon hern, It is. in a way. 
an heroic stance, not altogether unlike 
that of the stone lady in) New York 
harbor. 

Bowie's patrons watched the 9 fillies 
and mares in this 6-furlong affair troop 
into the gate and wait to be dispatched 
by starter Eddie Blind (who. the 
way. still has nightmares about last fall's 
International at Laurel). 

Unfortunately. however. a natural phe- 
nomenon known as ice had formed on 
the magnets in the arms of Bowie's elec- 
trically-powered starting gate. that 
the stall doors operated erratically when 
starter Blind pressed his button. The field 
came away in chummy twosomes and 
threesomes. 

But recall man Andy Fitchett—despite 
indescribably frustrating years of walk- 
ing on and off the track without once 
getting the opportunity to wave his flag 
or push his button—proved equal to the 
challenge. 

How he waved his flag! How he pushed 
the butten! 

Eight of the 9 riders heeded his alarm 
and pulled up. Apprentice Bob Corle 
didn’t. or couldn't. 

Up on a 4-year-old filly named Dor- 
othy’s Best. young Corle kept going. sol- 
itarily touring the course in 1:4744. He 
later claimed his saddle had slipped and

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Joe W. Brown 


Joe W. Brown, 61. oilman, gambling 
casino owner. and Thoroughbred breeder 
and owner, died at his home in New 
Orleans on Sunday, February 15. He had 
reduced his business activities in recent 
months because of a heart attack in Aug- 
ust, 1958. 

Born in Houston. Texas, Mr. Brown 
began his business career as a typewriter 
salesman. but he soon turned to less 
arduous and more profitable ventures in 
oil and gambling. He moved to New 
Orleans. where he established the Jai 
Alai Club. a gambling casino in nearby 
St. Bernard Parish, and began to specu- 
late in off-shore oil. At the time of his 
ceath he was one of the largest inde- 
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pendent oil producers in Louisiana, and 
he had gas and oil holdings in Texas. 

In 1928 Mr. Brown became a_ Thor- 
oughbred owner by taking the broodmare 
Omnipotent (Hilarious—Anna L. Daley) 
in payment for a debt. Omnipotent had 
at side the filly Michigan Girl. and from 
these 2 mares Mr. Brown built a very 
successful stud. Omnipotent produced 
Dorothy B., dam of Brownie and Dorothy 
Brown and granddam of Bobby Brocato, 
Tenacious, and Gigantic. Michigan Girl’s 
produce included the stakes winners T. 
M. Dorsett and Minnelusa and the stakes- 
placed Jewel Dorsett, dam of King Dorsett 
and granddam of Riverlane. 

Mr. Brown began to race a_ sizable 
stable in the 1930’s. His first 2 stakes win- 
ners were Spillway and Stephen Jay, both 
by *Cohort and both bred by the late 
Horace N. Davis. T. M. Dorsett. foaled in 
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1936. wes his first home-bred stakes 
winner. 

In the late 1930’s he bought the South 
American stars *Brown Prince II] and 
*Brown King. The Jockey Club refused 
to register *Brown Prince III for breed- 
ing purposes. but the horse returned a 
portion of his purchase price by winning 
steeplechase stakes. “Brown King. best 
of his year in Chile. cost) $50.000 and 
won only one small stakes after his im- 
portation, but he proved his worth in the 
stud, siring the $100,000 winners King 
Dorsett. King Commander. and Thelma 
Burger. in addition to Dorothy Brown. 
Red Camelia. and Brown Mogul. 


Mr. Brown owned Riverlane Plantation. 
south of New Orleans. but most of his 
horse breeding was done in’ Kentucky. 
where he boarded mares and_ stallions 
at Mrs. Jack Howard’s Rookwood Farm. 
Mr. Brown was a close friend of the late 
Jack Howard. who advised him on a 
number of his Thoroughbred purchases. 

After *Brown King’s retirement, all of 
the stable’s stakes winners were home- 
breds. Probably best of the lot was Bobby 
Brocato. which retired with earnings of 
$504,510, most of it for Travis M. Kerr. 
who bought the horse from Brown mid- 
way of his 4-year-old season. The other 
$100,000 winners bred by Mrs. Brown, 
in whose name most of the breeding 
stock was registered. were King Dorsett, 
King Commander, Gigantic, Thelma Bur- 
ger, Hi Pardner. and Tenacious. Other 
stakes winners included T. M. Dorsett. 
Dorothy Brown, Flareback. Brown Mogul. 
Rookwood, Red Camelia. Parading Lady. 
Matagorda, Silver State. Minnelusa. 
Brownie, Fanciful Miss. Niece Guy. and 
Pit Boss. 

In 1955 Mr. Brown turned his i :erest 
to gambling again when he purchased 
the Golden Horseshoe casino in Las 
Vegas. He made it one of the biggest 
tourist attractions of the Nevada city by 
keeping a million dollars in cash on dis- 
play in a glass case in the gambling 
rooms. Insurance on the money reportedly 
cost’ him $50.000 annually. He began 
negotiations to sell the club last August. 
and the deal was concluded shortly after 
his heart attack. 

At the time of his death he had racing 
stables both at New Orleans and at Santa 
Anita Park. Included in the stable at 
the Fair Grounds was Tenacious. which 
won the Le Comte Handicap the day be- 
fore his owner’s death. 

At Rookwood Farm Mr. Brown had 40 
broodmares, 4 stallions, and 15 yearlings. 
Reports from New Orleans were that the 
breeding stock and yearlings probably 
would be dispersed in the next few 
nonths. The racing stable. which now 
comprises 38 horses, may be kept intact 
somewhat longer. Mrs. Brown, the former 
Dorothy Dorsett, of Texas City. Texas. is 
his only immediate survivor. 
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R. W. Mellvain 


Robert Wallace Mellvain. a horse breed- 
er and owner for more than 40 years. died 
at his home at Walmac Farm. Lexington. 
February 16. He was 84, and had been in 
poor health for some time. 

A son of Col. William M. Mellvain. 
Mr. Mellvain was born in Cassopolis. 
Mich... but grew up in the Dakota terri- 
tories. where his father represented the 
Interior Department in the registration of 
land claims. He began riding when he 
was a young boy. and remarked years 
later that he “couldn't remember the time 
when | didn’t have horses.” 

In his youth Mr. Mellvain prospected 
for gold in Colorado. but he soon turned 
to oil and natural gas. He worked in 
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Oklahoma and Texas early in the century. 
then settled in Shreveport, La... where 
he became a friend of Beman G. Dawes. 
In 1914 he agreed to work for Dawes’ 
Ohio Cities Gas Company in prospecting 
for gas around Cabin Creek. W. Va. In 
addition to gas he struck the first big 
oil well in the area. On the company’s 
property he later brought in 33 producing 
wells, 

Shortly after the discovery of the Cabin 
Creek field. Mr. Mcllvain was made a 
director of the Ohio Cities Company and 
put in charge of developing fields in other 
areas. He obtained properties in Okla- 
homa and Kansas and began the policy 
of leasing large blocks of land at the 
same time. The Pure Oil Company Vews 
said, “This policy brought about our suc- 
cessful operation in the field.” 

In 1917 the Ohio Cities Company pur- 
chased the Pure Oil Company. Mr. Me- 
Ilvain soon became Pure Oil’s vice presi- 
dent in charge of production. and he held 
this office until his retirement in 1947. 
He continued to serve as a member of 
the board until 1955. 

Mr. Mellvain was a pioneer in securing 
oit rights outside the United States. leas- 
ing large fields for Pure in Venezuela 


and Mexico. Probably his most famous 
development was the Van Field in Texas. 
but he was the first to bring in wells in 
other areas. including the Sweet Lake 
Field in Louisiana. the Greendale Field 
in Michigan. and the fields of southern 
Illinois. 

Mr. Mellvain’s first interest in horses 
was centered upon trotters and polo 
ponies. He owned Goldie Todd, champion 
pacing mare on the Grand Circuit in 
1919. and for many years he rode regu 
larly at the Oak Brook Polo Club, near 
Chicago. 

In 1936 he purchased Walmac and shift- 
ed his interests to Thoroughbreds. His 
first manager was Leslie Combs II, who 
handled the Mcilvain horse interests for 
3 years before establishing Spendthrift 
Farm. 

First stakes winner bred at Walmac 
was Olney. 1936. by Burgoo King—Bottle 
Green. and he was followed 2 years later 
by the good handicap horse Bushwacker. 
The latter was the first of 5 $100,000 
winners bred by Mr. Mellvain. the others 
being Billings. Voleanic. Gala Fete. and 
Hasseyampa. In addition he bred the 
stakes winners Fad. Cabin Creek, Wall- 
flower. Adams Off Ox. Vagabond King. 
Jimmy the One and Outfielder. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Alice 
Burt Mecllvain: a son, Robert Wallace 
Mellvain Il: and 2 grandsons, Robert 
Wallace Mellvain IIL and James E. Me- 


Ilvain.

Infantry was sold to the Sunny Side Stable of 
Paul Grafe and’ William Welsh for $4.200 at the 
1954 Keeneland fall sales. He was restricted to 
overnight competition at 2 and 3, but at 4 he won 
the Children’s Hospital Handicap and finished 
second in the San Luis Rey Handicap and_ third 
in the San Juan Capistrano Handicap. Last year 
he did not place in an added-money race, and in 
3 overnight races at the current Santa Anita Park 
meeting he onee was third. 

The entry of Andrew Alan and Ying and Yang 
was favorite at 17-20 for the San Luis Rey Handi- 
cap, which was limited to non-winners of $8,400 
other than claiming in 1958-59.

GROOM on big-time American race tracks has 
a pretty fair kind of a job under any circum- 
stances. If he knows his work, enjoys it, appreciates 
his obligation to it, and is employed by a good outfit, 
it ean be a very good job indeed. Should he fall into 
the enviable situation of rubbing a big stakes win- 
ner —a windfall which can happen to any good 
groom — he can accumulate a sizeable bankroll, and 
a reputation. The latter will get him another good 
job, should he need it. 


Conditions of life on race tracks have changed 
greatly in the last few years, and are still changing 
for the better. The pay, once modest, is now much 
more than a lot of grooms are worth, and the really 
good ones usually are very well paid. The work is 
easier than industrial work, and in the out-of-doors. 
In the average stable virtually the whole day’s real 
work is done in four or five hours, and is over about 
10:30 in the morning. There is time for leisure. 
There is the change and excitement of racing, and 
one does not remain in the same locality long enough 
to get bored with it. Usually one goes south for the 
winter and north for the summer. 

Education gives many advantages, of course, but 
one doesn’t have to be even a high-school graduate 
to be a good groom. The qualifications are fondness 
for horses; willingness to work and learn; intelli- 
gence to understand orders and carry them out 
scrupulously; reliability and loyalty to your em- 
ployer and your horses; a strong back and arms; 
an ability to stay sober. If you can’t help getting 
crunk, don’t turn into the barn area, for nobody 
will want you. 

Racing is growing yearly, and a great many more 
grooms will be needed. Many men with all the 
qualifications have hesitated to ask for jobs because 
they knew nothing about the work, and had no way 
of learning, short of actual experience, since there 
was no book on the subject. No trainer likes to take 
on a green man who would be as much lost in work 
with horses as the trainer would be in an airplane 
factory. Then there are thousands of boys and girls 
who are interested in horses, and who either join 
or wish they could join some of the riding clubs 
that are now rather thickly scattered over the United 
States. Many of these have cr will have mounts of 
their own, and they want the pleasure of taking 
care of their horses and of having that intimate 
knowledge that comes with using one’s hands on a 
horse. They want to do everything possible to keep 
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comprehensive volume. Over the next few weeks, 
several chapters wil! be published in THE BLOOD- 
Hors, and the book wil! be ready for public sale 
at a later date. 


The Collins book on grooming covers all the 
routine duties. It is addressed especially to young 
people and those unskilled in horsemanship. 


their horses looking and doing well and to have 
them excel in shows and in performance. Their 
facilities for learning the necessary skills sometimes 
are limited to trial-and-error and a slow process 
of asking others who may know less than they do. 

I grew up on a horse farm, and have finished 
my thirty-third year of owning, breeding, and train- 
ing Thoroughbreds on the big circuits of racing. 
My early experiences gave me a knowledge of horses 
and how to get along with them, and I had a lot of 
good advice from experts whom I knew when I went 
into racing. But there were many things that I had 
to learn the hard way, and some of them cost me 
dearly. In 33 years one picks up a great deal of 
knowledge, some of which I wish to hand along to 
others, for their sake, and for the good of the horse. 

For these reasons I have attempted an elemen- 
tary text book to spell out good practice in handling 
horses. The book is intended primarily for those 
who know little or nothing about the subject, but 
are anxious to learn. Of course, only through actual 
experience can you become a real groom. I can 
tell you how to prepare and eat a mango, but until 
you have eaten one you will never know how it 
tastes. 

Every task has a proper and a less proper way 
to do it; and, as they put it in golf, everything has 
a proper form. I propose to explain the proper 
form, what tool to use, in which hand to hold it, and 
how to use it. Also how to protect yourself from 
injury. Even the most gentle horse may hurt you, 
end is likely to do so unless you know how to safe- 
guard yourself. 

Of course, there are those who achieve the same 
results in somewhat different form and method, and 
I have no argument with them. The procedures I 
shall describe are the ones I have found best in my 
own experience. 

A groom has a very important job on the race 
track. If he is looked down upon, it is his own 
fault. To a trainer, a top groom is almost equal in 
value to a good horse. I have often heard trainers 
say, “This man or exercise boy is the best horse 
so-and-so has in his barn.” It is very hard, if not 
impossible, for a trainer to keep a good horse good, 
unless he has a good groom who is backing him up 
in every manner possible. Without a good groom, 
there may not be a good horse in the barn, as the 
horse which might have run well may fail to do so 
because of his groom’s lack of knowledge, interest,

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effort, or attention. I don’t believe any horse lives 
up to his best unless he feels at ease in the company 
of his groom. It is important that a horse be happy. 

Unfortunately for the owners, trainers, and 
horses, there are too many grooms who care for 
a horse only when he wins a bet. That day they 
love him, but after they have lost on something else 
the next day, they want to take the pitchfork to the 
horse if he doesn’t move over as quickly as they 
wish. They give a lick and a promise when cleaning 
off or doing up, if the trainer isn’t on their heels 
all the time. 

A trainer will keep such a groom no longer 
than it takes to find a new man. I’ve seen many a 
poor horse looking miserably out of his door as if 
he had not a friend in the world. Most of his dinner 
was still in the tub, and his hay rack untouched, all 
because his groom was in a surly mood and took 
out his bad temper on the defenseless horse by 
screaming at him and knocking him around. Don’t 
think it doesn’t happen, 

Here are two of the elementary requirements 
for a good groom and horseman. First, we assume 
that you think you like horses, or you would not 
be wanting to work with them. Second, it is neces- 
sary always to be quiet and gentle. The best grooms 
I ever hired were so quiet when in the stall with a 
horse that I had to hunt them to know where they 
were. If they had to speak to the horse, it was in 
such a soft, low tone that only the horse heard. I’ve 
had a few singers; they were all right, as singing 
does not upset a horse. Most of the loud talkers 
are trying to impress someone, and invariably they 
make a bad impression on the horse. 

When you enter a stall, speak to the horse by 
name or your pet name for him. Reach out and touch 
him gently, so that he will know just where you are 
and will not be startled. Remember that he may 
even be asleep; horses often do sleep standing up. 
And if he is lying down, let him have a little time. 
Go in quietly, let him have a look at you, then ask 
him to get up. Cluck to him gently a few times, and 
don’t hurry him when he puts out a fore foot to 
begin to rise. Let him get up easily, at his leisure. 
If he responds too slowly, take hold of his halter 
and lift lightly and cluck, and up he will come. 

Never rush up to a horse; it frightens him. If 
you go quietly and slowly enough, if you talk to him 
in a soothing manner and a persuasive tone, you 
can do almost anything with a horse. Even when 
it hurts, he’ll forgive you, if he understands you are 
being as gentle as possible. Remember, a horse is 
not a fool, even though he may have been spoiled 
by foolish handling. 

Usually a horse likes to have his groom or 
trainer run his hand gently down his shoulder or 
over his rump, and even to hold to his tail. I usually 
take hold of a horse’s tail whenever I pass behind 
him. In that way, should he be about to move or to 
pick up a foot, I’d be warned and would be able to 
protect myself by stepping away quickly. If the 
horse knows what you are expecting to do and 
where you are, he usually keeps quiet in order not 
to step on you. 

Many horses dislike having their heads rubbed, 
but most of them like having their muzzles fondled. 
However, don’t put your face where a horse can 
bite, for there are many unexpected things that 
might make even a very gentle horse inflict painful 
injury. I once owned a Thoroughbred mare named 
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Ransvaal, by Transvaal, and she was one of the 
sweetest-tempered things I ever saw. One spring 
morning when it was sunny and warm, I went to 
the door of her stall and rolled it back, and she put 
her head over the bar. I began talking to her and 
fondling her nose and laid my face against the soft, 
warm side of her muzzle. Just then her foal, a few 
days old, gave her udder a hunch, and as a reflex 
she grabbed at my face and might have mangled me 
badly, except for the fact that my own reflex action 
was very rapid. 

Then there are many horses that have ticklish 
or tender places, and if you rub too hard with a stiff 
brush, they may take a nip and catch you unaware, 
unless you know enough about horse nature to be 
on guard. They mean no real harm, but can hurt 
you, nevertheless. A horse is so strong and so heavy 
that his play is about as dangerous as his fighting. 
Never play with a race horse, as he will want to 
play back, and you may get hurt. 

No matter what he does, NEVER LOSE YOUR 
TEMPER WITH A HORSE. When you lose your 
temper, you have lost the battle. When you strike 
back or yell or snatch, the horse is frightened. He 
does not know what retribution to expect, so he 
reacts in panic and behaves worse than before. If 
his behavior now fans your own temper still higher, 
before the affair is over you’ve frightened your 
horse and forfeited most of his confidence in you, 
at the least, and maybe you’ve hurt him. It is very 
easy to run him over a bench, tub, bucket, hydrant, 
or something and make him calk himself, or gash 
a leg, or you may cut his mouth. 

The experience, so completely unnecessary, will 
be disgusting and humiliating to you. It will take 
days, often weeks, to get back on the same level of 
friendship and trust that you enjoyed before you 
lost your temper. 

Of course, when a horse persists in doing some- 
thing he should not do, his behavior should be cor- 
rected. If gentle persuasion fails, be firm and insis- 
tent, and even spank him with your hand under his 
belly. This will not actually hurt him, but will hurt 
your hand, if you hit very hard; striking a horse’s 
body is like hitting wood covered by skin. And hurt- 
ing him isn’t what you want. A gentle reminder 
that you are capable of hurting him is the most 
potent weapon you can use. Raising your hand or a 
shank as if to strike, but never doing it—that is the 
proper way to make a horse do what he has been 
reluctant to do. 

And never jerk a horse’s mouth. This is his tend- 
erest part, and if you snatch him, you are not only 
hurting and frightening him, but you are likely to 
cut the inside of his lip against the first molar teeth. 
The injury may be severe if you snatch hard and the 
edges of the teeth are sharp. If you jerk a horse 
a few times, he will be expecting you to do so again, 
and it won’t be long until he will throw his head up 
every time you take hold of him or move your hands; 
he will have no faith whatever in you. If there were 
any proper time to jerk a horse, it would be when 
he was about to drag you off your feet and run 
away, but I doubt that it would do any good even 
then. So just don’t do it. 

You have everything in your favor to make a 
friend of your horse, for you do most of the handling 
of him, and he does not overlook the fact that you 
set his feed in and fill his hay rack. Also, I think a 
groom should make it a point to give his horses some

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lumps of sugar at a given time every day. The best 
time is when you go into his stall to groom him. As 
you take the halter and lead him back toward the 
corner to tie him up, give him three or four lumps of 
sugar, one at a time, waiting for him to relish each 
in turn. Then he is happy to have the morning’s 
grooming begin. Sugar is often of service when a 
horse is a bit stirred up, or if he persists in playing 
too much on the walking ring. A few cubes of sugar 
may be enough to settle him completely. Further, it 
is a fine way of gaining his respect quickly. Treat a 
horse like a gentleman, and he will return the com- 
pliiment. 


Watch your horse continually. Look at him every 
time you pass his stall, for he can take a colic 
without any notice whatever, and can be in very 
bad condition in a few minutes. When a case of colic 
is detected, call the trainer or the veterinarian at 
once, and if you can get neither of them, give the 
horse a good dose of “Bells.”’ Quick action is im- 
perative. 

When doing up a horse, and also the first thing 
every morning, run your hands down his legs to see 
if they are tight and cold, or if there are any fillings 
or cuts or heat, and report to the trainer at once if 
anything unusual is discovered. Don’t wait; every- 
thing wrong about a horse is urgent, and the quicker 
treatment begins, the better. If your horse looks a 
bit “queer” to you, or quits eating, take his temper- 
ature, and if it is over 100 degrees, get the trainer or 
the veterinarian. It never hurts to mention some- 
thing you are uncertain about. The trainer can de- 
cide whether it is important. 

If a horse quits eating without having nad a 
race or hard work that wd or the day before, it is

usually a warning that something is wrong. Take 
his temperature, and if it is more than a hundred, 
try to discover what may be wrong, and report to 
the trainer at once. 

Also watch the excretions, especially in the morn- 
ing when mucking out. Note whether there is less 
manure than usual, and whether it is too dry or 
too lose. If dry or drying, the horse needs more bran 
in his feed, and if the drying is pronounced, he 
ought to have a few syringes of mineral oil at once. 
Ask the trainer, of course, if he is there, but in his 
absence give the bran and oil, as they will do no 
harm, 

If the urine is discolored, or hard to pass, tell 
the trainer. If he is not available, give the horse two 
ounces of sweet spirits of nitre with your oral 
syringe. This won’t hurt him, and usually it will 
correct mild kidney upsets. I am one horseman who 
believes that horses in general have very little kid- 
ney trouble. Of all the horses I have handled, I think 
of only two that required more than a dose of nitre 
now and then. Too much dosage of drugs sometimes 
may bring on kidney trouble that will be hard to 
get rid of. 

In the following pages I shall confine the dis- 
cussion to the locale of the race track, but the things 
that must be done there must be done also for other 
kinds of horses used in sport. The knowledge and 
skill necessary in a racing stable can be adapted 
for other specialized uses. I shall explain each op- 
eration in a day’s routine, in detail and at length, 
pointing out what to avoid and what to seek. In the 
later chapters I will bring up the special operations 
that must be done now and again, and there are 
many of them.

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OFF-TRACK BETTING 


No Longer Academic 
By WarkEN SCHWEDER 


Mayor Robert Wagner and _ political as- 
sociates in New York City as long ago as 
last fall began speculating openly on the 
desirability of off-track. state-controlled 
betting as a means of shoring up_ the 
city’s fiscal position. It was either this 
or a per cent increase in sales 
tax. so the mayor named a citizens com- 
mittee, charged with studying the legal- 
ization of off-track wagers. 

The 7-man committee did not appear to 
be stacked. Among its members were John 
\. Morris. former president of Jamaica,

On January 23, Joun W. HANes, presi- 
dent of the New Yorwk Racine Assocta- 
TION, appeared before a citizens committee 
named by Mayor Rosert WAGNER to 
consider off-track betting in New York 
City. Hanes’ testimony in opposition to 
off-track betting was offered on behalf of 
the NYRA and Tue Jockey Crus. Ex- 
cerpts from his prepared statement follow. 


The [opposition] of the Association is 
based upon our experience with the prob- 
lems of racing and particularly with the 
handling of large daily amounts of bets 
at the four tracks operated by the Asso- 
ciation. It is not based on any moral atti- 
tude that betting as such is wrong, nor on 
any desire to become the keeper of the 
public conscience on the subject of bet- 
ting. Neither is it based on a selfish fear 
that the income of the Association would 
suffer from the adoption of off-track bet- 
ting. In fact. income would probably  in- 
crease, because it is difficult to see how 
a system of off-track betting could be de- 
vised except one in which all bets would 
be processed through the totalisator ma- 
chines at the Association’s tracks. If that 
were the case, the Association’s commis- 
sion from the daily handle would in all 
probability more than offset any decline in 
track attendance. 

As suggested in the Wicks Report 
(1954). the Association’s opposition arises 
instead from our fear of the long-range 
consequences of legalized off-track betting. 
We firmly believe it would not stamp 
out illegal private bookmaking: we be- 
lieve that the costs of establishing. admin- 
istering and policing betting 
communications would

large. and they would reduce the return 
to the state from the mutuel handle: and 
we fear that in the long run wide-spread

A 
research staff conducted more than 50 in- 
terviews among the persons who would be 
concerned directly and indirectly with off- 
track betting. Its preliminary report, sub- 
mitted on February 6 to Mayor Wagner. 
said: 

“We have considered all the factors and 
arguments in favor of and against legal- 
ized off-track betting with great attention. 
There were varying degrees of conviction 
which could not be expressed within the 
simple limits of ‘yes’ or ‘no. Nor could 
the issue be decided in whole or in part 
as all black or all white. It is our hope 
that the matter will be considered just as 
carefully and sincerely by other agencies 
as well as by the public.” 

The committee had voted 4 to 2 in favor

gambling may arouse public reaction 
which could lead to the outlawing of all 
betting on races. incuding betting at the 
tracks.

The committee felt that) such a plan 
would protect the citizenry from criminal 
activities. would make it more difficult 
for winning players to hide their gains 
from tax authorities. and would help 


finance “high municipal standards of med- 
ical. hospital, and institutional care” and 
provide revenues “for the aid of the less 
fortunate and needy and to meet the in- 
creasing costs of other vitally important 
municipal services.” 

It also would “provide a democratic 
precess for freedom of opportunity to all 
racing fans. which up to now has been 
accorded only to the privileged few.” 

The preliminary report did not under- 
take to estimate the costs involved in set- 


ting up and operating the off-track bet- 
ting centers. It did not suggest what the 


agency could do for the player who wished 
to bet on an out-of-state race. and it did 
not speculate on whether such betting on 
out-of-state run 
existing Federal laws. But these details 
perhaps would be covered in the commit- 
tee’s final and more comprehensive report. 

The committee’s report was a mild sur-

prise to public and press. The metropol- 
itan newspapers had speculated that the 
citizens committee would not approve of 
off-track betting and that. even if it did 
approve. the measure would encounter a 
rural-Republican legislature with little 
sympathy for state-sponsored gambling. 
By late last week. however. those who 
hed looked upon the committee’s work as 
little than were forced 
to take another reading. Governcr Rocke- 
feller. on February 9. made it clear that

he no longer was irrevocably opposed to 
off-track betting and that he favored giv- 
ing Mayor Wagner a choice between the 
gambling measure and an increased sales 
tax. 

At a meeting of the State Council of 
Retail Merchants. a New York City trades- 
man said he hoped the governor would 
give “very serious consideration” to the 
betting proposal. even to the extent. of 
prevailing upon the legislature to pass 
both it and the tax increase, thereby let- 
ting Mayor Wagner choose between them. 

“My position is very similar to yours. 
I'm keeping an open mind on the whole 
thing.” Governor Rockefeller said. 

In his report of the merchants’ meet- 
ing. a New York Times writer said that 
Mayor Wagner. given a choice. probably 
would take off-track betting. The writer 
cited a recent letter in which the mayor 
had explained to Rockefeller that legisla- 
tive co-operation was necessary in order 
to raise $144.500.000 with which to bal- 
ance $2.000.000.000 budget that 
off-track betting was “the keystone of the 
city’s financial program.” 

In an editorial of the same day. the 
Times figured that Mayor Wagner simply 
was using off-track gambling as a wedge 
to force public acceptance of an increase 


in the sales tax. The editorial said the 
gambling measure probably was _ little 


more than a “straw man.”

If the Times took solace in this kind 
of speculation, it was not long-lived. At 
a press conference on February 10 Mayor 
Wagner and city budget director Abra- 
ham D. Beame said they weren’t kidding 
about off-track gambling. Beame 
mated that such betting would net the 
city and state $100.000.000 a year each. 
after deducting operating expenses and 
the tracks’ share. 


esil- 


Beame said the city already had begun 
searching for likely locations for its bet- 


ting places. He thought city-sponsored 
gambling could be in’ operation in 6 
months. 


On February 11 the 4-man majority of 
the Citizens Committee on Off-Track Bet- 
ting made its final report. The 47-pave 
decument noted that public opinion polls. 
metropolitan and rural York. 
favered off-track gambling and that New 
York City’s 3 top law-enforcement. offi- 
cials—Police Commissioner Stephen P. 
Kennedy. Chief Magistrate John M. Mur- 
tagh. and Correction Commissioner Anna 
M. Kross—had testified in favor of the 
measure. Among the organizations 
pesed to it were the New York Racing 
Association and the Protestant Council of 
the City of New York. 

The report envisioned betting stations 
throughout the city. reporting wagers to 
central room and receiving 
odds and other information from the con- 
trol center, which would be tied into the 
pari-mutuel network at the race track. 

On February 13° Joseph F. Carlino, 
Assembly majority leader, told newsmen 
there was a definite softening of opposi- 
tion to the gambling proposal. The mayor 
had proved so co-operative in behalf of 
the governor’s state-wide tax program 
that members of the majority party were 
beginning to feel twinges of obligation. 

“We have pledged all the help we could 
in assisting the city.” he said. “There are 
signs that the legislature. as well as the 
governor, will take another look at the 
betting question.” 

Mayor Wagner followed up the advant- 
age he seemed to be gaining, asserting 
that a bill he had ready for consideration 
would give the city 80 per cent of off- 
track proceeds “for the first year or two.” 
In any event. he was charging ahead, and 
there was “no room for a deal.” 

On Monday. February 16, however, the 
tide began to run against the mayor, Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Walter J. Mahoney 
called upon Wagner to “re-evaluate the 
situation” and to present a tax program 
that would be “less harmful.” 

Later that day one of the city’s repre- 
sentatives introduced in the Assembly the 
mayor’s off-track gambling bill. and after 
questioning lawmakers the United Press 
concluded that the measure “appeared 
doomed.” Scarcely anyone, it seemed. had 
liked the proposal. Even Carlino, who a 
few days before had indicated the gover-

he couldn't hold the filly. you should par- 
don the expression. 

Following this countretemps. those who 
had supported Dorothy’s Best at the 
wickets reasoned that the stewards surely 
would seratch the filly and that their 
investments would be refunded. 

The stewards. however. ruled that Corle 
had had as much chance as the other 
boys to pull up. (1 am not prepared to 
explain how they arrived at this conclu- 
sion after watching the kid swing his 
reins all the way down the backstretch 
with his feet on the dashboard.) Conse- 
quently. a thoroughly pooped Dorothy’s 
Best was sent back into the gate after a 
respite of 3 minutes. which must have 
refreshed her no end. She finished last 
in her next go-round. 

At 8 to 1 on the board and lightly rig- 
ged at 104 pounds. Dorothy’s Best had 
been backed across the board to the 
tune of $6.100 by the sparse crowd of 
7.891. The decision of the stewards. as 
you can imagine. was accepted with some 
misgivings by these who had bet their 
money. That is to say. they manifested 
their sentiments with boos.  Cat-calls. 
even. 

This was not all that happened at 
Bowie that cold. drizzly day. In the eighth 
race a 3-year-old colt named Parcee went 
down inside the eighth-pole. broke a leg. 
and was subsequently destroved. Another 
horse stumbled over Parcee. and the 
rider. with chest injuries. was hauled 
off in an ambulance. This happened ap- 
proximately at the spot where several 
serious spills occurred during Bowie's 
1958 “spring” 

As I have said before. one of these 
days someone is going to tell the Mary- 
land State Racing Commission that Mary- 
land lies in the northern part of the 
United States. 

There are some things one simply can’t 
write off as bad luck. In my opinion. 
Bowie is asking for it. It seems to me 
that when the operators of any track 
are troubled by ice forming on the start- 
ing gate it’s high time they begin to 
question what theyre contributing to 
Thoroughbred racing.

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Nutrition and Reproduction in the Mare 


Dr. A. J. Woon, of the Division of 
Animal Science, University of Bvitish Co- 
lumbia, presented the following material 
at the State College of Washington's 
“stockmen’s short course.’ held in De- 
cember at Pullman, Wash. 


Despite man’s long association and de- 
pendence upon the horse there is a_re- 
markable dearth of information of a fac- 
tual nature to guide one in the develop- 
ment of an adequate feeding standard for 
this animal. Notwithstanding this lack of 
fectuel information it is amazing. the mil- 
lions of words that have been written and 
spoken on the subject of horse feeding 
and nutrition. Much of what has been 
seid is best classified as fantasy rather 
than fact. As with the dog and the cat. 
one finds literally hundreds of pet theories 


being propounded proper feeding 
methods. 


Fortunately, the horse is a herbivore 
and hence has a digestive system that 
tends to compensate for man’s errors of 
ration formulation by providing, through 
microbial action, many of the essential 
nutrients that may be lacking in its ra- 
tien. Like the cow and the sheep, the 
horse. with its large cecum. carries about 


with it a fermentation tank of sorts. 


crowded with a myriad of different species 
of microbial life. This fermentation tank 
provides a warm. neutral environment in 
which this microbial life is able to con- 
vert portions of the ration into other ma- 
terials that are of mutual benefit to the 
microbes and the horse. Because of this 
“within the body” source of nutrients. it 
is experimentally difficult to discover the 
precise nutrient requirements for growth. 
maintenance, and reproduction. 

Fortunately, the fundamental require- 
ments for nutrients are qualitatively the 
same for nearly all of the mammals, and 
thus one can deduce with a fair degree 
of precision the mare’s needs from those 
that have been established for other ani- 
mals. This has been done in the present 
instance to provide a basic framework 
within which the present report can be 
developed. 

As a nutritionist | have great difficulty 
separating the reproductive functions of 
the female from her subsequent lactation. 
These two functions are inextricably in- 
terwoven in the nutritional and physio- 
logical senses and hence must be consid- 
ered together if an adequate statement 
of the nutritional needs for reproduction 
is to be made. 


Size and Composition of Foal 


The first step in the construction of a 
new barn after the plans have been drawn 
is an accurate estimate of the materials 
that must be ordered for its construction. 
Likewise. in ordering or providing the 
nutrients needed to develop a strong ac- 
tive foal it is useful to have some estimate 
of its size at birth and the chemical con- 
stituents that go into its construction. 

Dealing first with size. one has to con- 
sider the various factors that influence 
the birth weight of the newborn animal. 
In order of importance they may be listed 
as follows: 

1. Breed or type. Foals from the draft 
mares will range in weight from 120 to 
180 pounds and on occasion may be heav- 
ier. Trotting-bred foals have been as- 
signed an average birth weight of 110 
pounds. The pony breeds of course yield 
lighter foals that may weigh as little as 
15 pounds. The classical experiments of 
Hammond in Britain show that the size 
of the progeny of cross-breds depends in 
large measure on the size of the dam. 

2. Age of the mare. In general it is 
safe to state that the size of the foal tends 
to increase with the age of the mare until 
the mare has reached her mature weight.

3. Nutritional status of the mare. The 
nutritional condition of the mare has sur- 
prisingly little effect on the birth weight 
of her foal providing one excludes ex- 
treme malnutrition. The relatively long 
gestation, coupled with the fact that ges- 
tation terminates with a single birth. leaves 
little opportunity to influence the size of 
the foal by nutritional means. When twin 
births occur, nutritional factors combined 
with space factors in the uterus may lead 
to a reduction in size of the new born.

The chemical composition of foals at 
birth has been estimated by Pearson and 
co-workers. Their figures suggest that a 
120-pound foal will contain about 100 
pounds of water. 17 pounds of protein, and 
3 pounds of fat. All of the uterine tissue 
that is built up during pregnancy, and 
this is associated with the new-born. foal. 
amounts to about 75 pounds, most of 
which is water and a small amount of 
protein. Since most of this building of 
new tissue occurs during the last quarter 
of pregnancy they estimate that somewhat 
less than half a pound of extra digestible

nutrients per day will be required in the 
ration of the mare to provide the building 
blocks for the still unborn foal. In other 
werds the total extra load placed on the 
mare by the developing foal is small in- 
deed and represents an increment of about 
5 per cent above the normal maintenance 
needs. When this 5 per cent increment 
is added to the 30 per cent extra cost of 
maintaining a bred mare over an open 
mare one finds that the total feed re- 
quirement of the pregnant mare is about 
the same as that recommended for a 
mare doing light work. It appears from 
all of this that one would expect little or 
no effect on the birth weight of the foal 
when the ration of the mare is varied 
from the maintenance level to that of 
high-level feeding. Table 1 presents a 
part of the National Research Council 
recommendations fer the feed require- 
ments of pregnant and lactating mares. 


Lactation Requirements 


Crampton has reported growth rates of 
3.4 pounds per day during the first six 
months of life for Clydesdale colts. This 
high growth rate indicates that the milk 
output of the mare must be comparable 
with that of superior dairy cattle. There 
are reports of draft broodmares producing 
from 27 to 77 pounds of milk per day. 
The feed requirements to produce this 
amount of milk. are of course dependent 
upon the chemical composition of mare’s

milk. Table 2 presents a comparison of 


mare’s milk with that of other common 
animals. It is apparent that mare’s milk 
is lower in fat and protein and richer in 
sugar than is cow’s milk. It contains less 
energy than cow’s milk, but in view of 
the high production capacity of the mare 
it is apparent that a considerable amount 
of extra feed will be necessary to permit 
the mare to produce this amount of milk. 
Table 1 shows that a 1000-pound mare 
will require about 17 pounds of feed dry 
matter per day during pregnancy and 
approximately 25 pounds during lactation. 

In many cases it may be difficult to 
persuade the mare to consume the requi- 
site amount of feed particularly during 
the early stages of lactation. For this 
reason the feeding procedure during preg- 
nancy becomes even more critical because 
during this time the mare should be given 
an opportunity to store extra nutrients 
to assist with the heavy drain on her re- 
serves during the first month or two after 
the foal is born. A mare producing 50 
pounds of milk per day must secrete 
nearly five pounds of dry matter in her

milk. In five days she will secrete more 


milk dry matter than she stores in 335 
days in the form of the fully developed 
foal. In other words. lactation is a much 
heavier drain on the mare’s resources 
than is the pregnancy that precedes it. 


Specific Nutrient Requirements 
PROTEIN. The recommended amount 


of digestible protein has been recorded 
in Table 1. There is no information to 
indicate the exact amino acid requirements 
of the mare. Suffice it to say that mares 
have been successfully carried through 
normal pregnancy when all of the protein 
been provided from plant sources. 
This does not indicate that the amino acid 
needs of the mare are simpler than those 
for swine or poultry but rather that at 
adequate levels of feeding the plant foods 
provide sufficient of the essential amino 
acids to meet her needs. 

Even though the ration might be slightly 
deficient in certain of these essential 
amino acids the total amount required 
by the developing foal is relatively so 
small that the mare could undoubtedly

borrow the necessary missing amino acids 
from her own body stores. It is doubtiul 
if these stores will be adequate for preg- 
and The use of high- 
quality protein supplements such as fish 
meal in rations is not extensive.

Certain of the commercial pelleted hoarse 
feeds do contain such protein supple- 
ments. but their use has been limited to 
the feeding of saddle or racing stock. We 
have had some small and experimentally 
uncontrolled experience with such  high- 
quality supplements and are convinced 
that they may well have a place in horse 
feeds. 

MINERALS. Salt: When 
allowed free access to flaked salt they 
consumed about two ounces per day. This 
suggests that a well-formulated horse ra- 
tion should contain about 0.75 per cent 
salt. Plant materials are generally con- 
sidered to be poor sources of salt, hence 
this requirement must be met from other 
seurces. In pelleted horse feeds 
should provide about 1 per cent salt to 
ensure that the daily intake approaches 
0.75 per cent of the total ration. A firm 
figure is difficult to provide since the level 
of salt in the pellet will depend upon

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a small amount of iodine is essential for 
reproduction and growth the salt offered 
should be of the iodized type. Trials with 
block salt indicate that the mare may have 
difficulty licking sufficient salt to meet 
her requirements. 

Calcium and Phosphorus: This pair of 
mineral elements have received a good 
deal of attention from students of horse 
nutrition. There is a considerable body 
of evidence that suggests that a deficiency 
of either elements or a misbalanced ratio 
of one to the other leads to serious bone 
defects particularly in the pregnant fe- 
male or in the rapidly growing colt. It is 
likely that the mare’s ration should con- 
tain at least 0.2 per cent of calcium and 
of phosphorus. This amount would be 
provided by including 1 per cent of 
steamed bone meal or dicalcium  phos- 
phate in the ration. Again the precise 
amount required depends upon the ratio 
of roughage to concentrate being fed and 
upon the origin of these feeds. The use 
of a mixture of 50 per cent bone meal 
and 50 per cent of iodized salt available 
to the mare at all times may provide a 
reasonable means of meeting the needs 
for calcium and phosphorus. 

TRACE MINERALS. There is no doubt 
that the mare requires traces of copper, 
iron, cobalt, magnesium, manganese, and 
possibly other trace elements. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if a deficiency of these ele- 
ments can occur if the over-all nutrient 
needs for protein and energy are met from 
the usual feed sources. Some manufac- 
turers have included Vitamin B12 in horse 
feeds, presumably on the grounds that co- 
balt is needed in the form that it occurs 
ia this vitamin. 


Vitamins 


Vitamin A. A deficiency of this vitamin 
has been created in the horse by feeding 
diets devoid of carotene. Reproductive 
failure was produced. and in view of the 
established need for Vitamin A for nor- 
mal growth and development, it has been 
suggested that five mg. of carotene or its 
equivalent be provided per 100 pounds 
of body weight per day. Good-quality hay 
that retains its green color after curing 
is likely to provide an adequate amount 
of carotene. Since this vitamin can be 
stored in the liver when the intake is in 
excess of the daily needs it is possible to 
ensure against a lack of the vitamin by 
providing any one of the available sup- 
plements once per week during the last 
eight weeks of pregnancy. 

The new-born foal has little or no re- 
serve of this vitamin, regardless of the 
vitamin status of the dam. The foal ob- 
tains its early supply of the vitamin 
through the colostrum produced by the 
mare. It may acquire sufficient Vitamin 
A during the first week of suckling to 
last it until it begins to consume green 
feed.

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contains Vitamin A is entirely dependent 
upon the amount of Vitamin A provided in 
the mare’s diet prior to parturition. 

Vitamin D. This vitamin is not likely 
to be limiting unless the mare has been 
confined out of contact with sunlight 
for prolonged periods. Good-quality  le- 
gume or grass hay should provide suffi- 
cient Vitamin D to meet most normal 
needs. While no experimental work has 
been done on the mare’s needs for this 
vitamin it can be suggested from work 
on other animals that 300 i. u. per 100 
pounds body weight per day should be 
provided. If calcium and phosphorus are 
provided in adequate amounts and_ in 
the right ratio (1:2-2:1) the need for 
Vitamin D may be reduced. 

B-Complex vitamins. It is well estab- 
lished that the mare will require all of 
the vitamins of the B-complex. It is not 
established that amounts of these vita- 
mins above those normally found in a well- 
balanced ration of natural feed stuffs are 
required. 

Vitamin E. There has been no experi- 
mental demonstration that the mare will 
benefit from amounts of Vitamin E above 
those normally provided in natural feeds. 
Vitamin E therapy has not decreased the 
incidence of early or late abortion. 

Vitamin C. There is no reason to sug- 
gest that vitamin C is a dietary essential 
for the horse. The fact that mare’s milk 


wees 


contains nearly five times more vitamin C 
than does cow’s milk has prompted some 
practical feeders to add a vitamin C sup- 
plement. There is no experimental evi- 
dence to support such supplementation. 


Feeding the Pregnant Mare 


Three mains requisites have been laid 
down for the feeding and management 
of the brood mare: 
well balanced ration 
throughout pregnancy with particular em- 
phasis being placed on the ration during 
the last third of the pregnancy. One- 
helf the roughage should come from high- 
quality legume hay, the other half may 
be grass hay or clean, bright straw. The 
grain mix should be formulated to pro- 
vide sufficient protein and minerals to 
ensure that the mare’s body reserves are 
in top condition to support her through 
the subsequent lactation. 

Where pelleting facilities are available 
they should be used to produce rations 
in the form of a one-fourth-inch pellet. 
In this way there is no opportunity for 
the individual constituents to become 
separated, and in general the rations will 
be more palatable in this form. 

The precise amount of roughage and 
grain mix to be fed will be determined 
by the weight, age and condition of the 
mare. When the roughage is of doubtful 
quality the amount of grain mix will have 


Ensure a 


to be increased to compensate for the 
inadequacy of the roughage. Feeding 
should be adjusted to the condition of the 
mare. Top condition without overfatness 
is the objective. Where facilities are 
available all of the above rations are im- 
proved if the oat level is reduced by four 
pounds and good-quality animal tallow 
is used to replace it. If this is done three 
pounds of fat should be added and one 
additional pound of the particular protein 
supplement. 

2. Provide daily exercise to maintain 
proper muscle tone. Enforced exercise 
may be necessary in the case of some 
mares who become reluctant to exercise 
as their pregnancy progresses. 

3. For two weeks prior to the antici- 
pated foaling date reduce the grain mix 
by one-half pound per day and substitute 
one-half pound of fresh bran until the 
mare’s droppings become soft and show 
no signs of constipation. Reduce the level 
of grain feeding for two or three days 
prior to foaling, then increase it grad- 
ually after foaling until the mare is re- 
ceiving sufficient to produce the desired 
level of milk flow without losing body 
weight to maintain her milk output. After 
lactation has started, remember that water 
is one of the most valuable nutrients for 
milk production; hence make certain that 
the mare is provided with an adequate 
supply.

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Another Side of It 


As an old subscriber. | read the Febru- 
ary 7 issue of The Blood-Horse and par- 
ticularly noted your article in’ a box on 
page 303. with respect to certain happen- 
ings in New York of which you did not 
personally approve. My father was a news- 
paperman in New York for thirty years. 
and | have some idea of the difficulty of 
a professional writer in meeting his dead- 
lines. and also in winnowing the truth from 
the otherwise. 


First of all. there is no truth in’ your 
statement that: “The pressure behind the 
move (for 9 races daily) was from. the 
racing commission's office.” The thought 
of 9 races a day did not occur to the 
commissioners individually or collectively. 
The proposal emanated exclusively from 
the office of the New York Racing Asso- 
ciation. A top. official. writing to the 
Commission under date of January 14. 
said in part: “At the Trustees’ Meeting 
last Thursday it was proposed that we re- 
quest approval of the Commission to run 
an extra race only on the days that a 
steeplechase is carded. It was felt that 
to do this would only provide a_ special 
privilege for steeplechase racing and that 
the state would be better 


served if we 


asked for permission to run nine races a 
day.” Accordingly. such application was 
made. and the Commission approved it 
at its next meeting on January 21. 

Again. the Commission had nothing to 
do with the proposal to start racing on 
March 20. The Legislature in 1958. of its 
own motion, changed the racing season 
from April 1 to November 30 inclusive. 
to March 25 to November 30. inclusive. 
At the same time. it limited the season 
to 210 days. As there are 215 racing days 
in 1959. the Commission submitted and 
proposed legislative bill eliminating 
the limitation. This would have resulted 
in a racing season commencing March 25 
and ending November 30 and_ including 
215 racing days in 1959, The Commission 
had nething to do with suggesting that 
the season be further advanced to March 
20. and I doubt very much that that sug- 
gestion will be carried out. 

The third error in the relatively short 
article is your statement that “the com- 
mission’s stand on Saratoga” called for a 
concurrent race meeting in the Metropol- 
itan area in August. The Racing Commis- 
sion made no such suggestion. Having in 
mind the enormous operating loss result- 
ing from 24 days racing at 
Springs. and the opportunity for the State 


Saratoga 


to obtain approximately five-million  dol- 


lars much needed revenue. | have person- 
ally advocated concurrent racing for sev- 
eral years. The Commission took no stand 
on this question at any time. and TL made 
that very clear in my statements to the 
newspapers. and all the responsible news- 
papers published the statement that [ was 
expressing my personal views. 

The fourth statement in your article 
which is net in accordance with the fact. 
is that the “officers (of the NYRA) serve 
at the pleasure of the racing commission.” 
The fact is that the trustees of the New 
York Racing Association must receive the 
approval of the State Racing Commission. 
“which cannot reasonably be withheld.” 

If there had been one er two mistakes in 
your article. | would not have taken the 
time to write yeu. but it does seem that 
such a number of misstatements calls for 
notice. for which please accept this let- 
ter. If at any time you are desirous of 
ascertaining the position of the New York 
State Racing Commission on any matter 
within its jurisdicton, | am sure that any 
of the commissioners would be only too 
glad to enlighten you.
